LONDON, March 30.—Th« Japanese 1«- 


C&tion 'received the following: official re- 
port from Tokio of the fighting betveen 
'th« Japanese and Russian forces at Chong 
'Ju. Korea, Monday: 


"On March 28. a portion of our cavalry 


'And Infantry forces occupied Chong Ju 
;after defeating the enemy. The enemy, 
who numbered about 600 men, retreated 
;in ;the direction of Wl.|u. Our casualtie* 
were Lieutenant Kano ant5 four others 
killed. Captain TCurokaua and twelve <>th- 
era wounded of the cavalry force. There 
•were no casualties among: our infan try- 


fTwo dead bodlfs? were left by the on«Tny 
;on the flelrt, but it Is reported that s^me 
eteven or eight were killed. These wore- 
•promptly carried off by the enemy on 
ihorpeback or by ambulance. The Rus- 
sians were seen conveying: In an ambul- 
ance two dead men. appartntly offlc-'r;, 
and bloodstained bandages were 
found 


•scattered around. 
The enemy must have 


sustained losses at least equal to

own."

Among the things accomplished dur- 
ing the Institute was getting all of the 
In the direction of bettering their con- 
dition bo.th financially and socially.

opened by Miss C. P. Leet president 
of the Teachers' Clubs. She spoke on 
the necessity for organization, 
the 


work of the Teachers' Club in the .past, 
and the probable work of the Club in 
the future. ' 


"All that we require" said Miss Leet, 


"Is co-operation and the success of our 
plans are assured. We have had much 
encouragement and th<> only thing nec- 
essary now is for all to work together 
for the common end rind we will suc- 
ceed In bettering the lot of teachers." 


Following MIsa Leet Professor Moses 
of the University of California gave a 
masterly address on tlie subject ot the 
"Philippines and Their Possibilities." 
In answer to a question from the aud- 
ience 
Professor 
Muses stated that 
America wa* not educating the Fili- 
pinos for war. 
The <iuestlon submit- 
ted was "1C it was the policy of the 
Government to teach the Filipino the 
arts of peace why wore the students 
from that country brought here and 
taught the arts ot war at the Univer- 
sity?" 
In 
reply 
to this Professor 
Moses said that by educating the Fili- 
pinos to the possibilities of this coun- 
try when .H came to. :L matter.of .war 
was the surest way of preventing war. 
The Filipinos would recognize, he said, 
how hopeless it was for them to wage 
a successful war agalnat the United 
States that they would not trly it. 


"Universal 
peace," 
continued the 
Professor, 
"will 
come when a few 
great and powerful nations control the 
globe. 
Until the power of the world 
Is concentrated In the hands of a few 
tljere will always be war. When that 
stage is reached where three or four 
nations control all the seas and the 
land; then war will be such a costly 
matter that no nation can afford to 
plunge into It." 


Following this the Professor gave 
a brief epitome of tlie lives, habits; 
and civilization of the Filipinos and 
the possibilities that are in him. 


After Professor Moses had conclud- 
ed his remarks, a motion was put to 
the assemblage asking that the office 
of the County Superintendent be kept 
open on Saturday afternoons to permit 
those - tef.chers 
wishing .to. consult 
Vith the Superintendent an opportun- 
ity! The motion -was carried Dy a close 
vote.

on a charge of cruelty to animals pre- 
ferred by Fred Johns, secretary of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to animals.

It was shown that the dog on a cer- 


tain day insisted on camping on the 
defendant's front door step, without 
the owner's permission. 
Gentle persuasion failed to make the 


dumb brute realize that it wa,s com- 
mitting In law what is known as a 
trespass, 
In the opinion of the court* H was no 


crime to teach the dog a painful lesson 
so as to Impress on the animal's mem- 
ory the fact that it had no righ: on 
tho door step. On the ground that the 
dog was guilty of trespass and on the 
further common law ground that ev- 
ery man's house is his castle the court 
justified the kick and discharged "-- 
defendant.

The New York Nation sharply punctures fhe fallacy popularly enter- 


tained that "dark horses" make available candidates. It says unknown quanti- 
ties are sometimes nominated for the Presidency but are never elected; the 
candidate may be an unknown quantity when nominated, but the country has 
his measure taken by the time the election takes place. 


The Xation cites the cases of Lincoln and Hayes, who were comparatively 


unknown men at the time of their noinination. By election day, however, the 
whole country knew exactly what sort of men they were voting for. The same 
thing may be said of Polk. 


When Hancock was nominated he was a popular military idol, but an un- 


known quantity politically speaking. 
His famous declaration, that the tariff 


•was a. local issue gave the country 'he measure of his statesmanship. 
As 


Charles A. Dana said, lie was a. good man weighing 250 pounds, but the nation 
did not see in him the right material for a President, 
The public became 


thoroughly acquainted with Cleveland before he was elected. 
Of a. later ex- 


periment with an unknown quantity th; Nation says: 


"In taking up Bryan in 1SJ6, the Democrats gave a glaring Instance of the 


unknown-quantity fallacy. 
Cleveland they knew. He had twice got them the 


Presidency, but he had made a number of enemies, and they were in force 
In' the convention. Bryan, an obscun local shouter, was unknown, and had 
none. So he was nominated with a hurrah. But he did not remain an un- 
known qx:antity.

A searchlight is turned on a Presidential candidate the 
moment he is nominated, and the record of his life, utterances and practices 
are brought under the keenest scrutiny; in fact, this scrutiny begins the mo- 
ment a man has his name prominently associated with the Presidency. The 
people are getting acquainted with Ju-lge Parker now. They are trying him 
out already. 
They have already learned that so far as national policies are 


concerned his career is colorless, and that he is a Democrat rather by asso- 
ciation and tradition than by robustly held opinions. If Tie should be nomi- 
nated, the country will know by next November whether he is a reserve force 
or a respectable painted lath.
